In reply, Mr. McKenney thought ducks 
differed from chickens, because they were 
migratory, while chicken and partridge 
remained with us.

Mr. Bredin (Athabasca) said the ques- | 


tion was whether we were going to pro- 
tect ducks for sport or for food, If we 
were going to protect them for food, 
August 23rd was the date, if for sport, 
September Ist.

Residents’ License. 

The clanse dealing with residents’ lic- 
ense provoked a great deal of conten- 
tion. The clause states that no person 
shall hunt, trap or kill any big game or 
gume bird without a resident’s license. 

Mr. Boyle wanted big game struck out, 
in which he was supported by Mr. Walk- 
er, who said the farmer did not shoot 
for sport but for food. McKenney 
thoght it was an imposition, It was too 
discriminating in favor of the sport as 
against the farmer. 

Tax the Sporteman. 

Mr. Puffer thought that since only a 
;small percentage of the population were 
|devoted to sport it would be unfair to 
jimpose a general tax upon the people

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TRE LICENSE LAW. 

The amendments to the license law in- 
troduced in the legislature by Hon. C. 
W. Croas places Alberta in the forefront 
of the provinces of Canada in another 
branch of progressive legislation. One 
thing made clear in the law is that the 
unlicensed sale of liquor will not be tol 
erated. There is no appeal from a con 
viction for sale of liquor by persons not 
licensed. ‘This is the death of the blind 
pig in Alberta, 

Another feature is the difficulty under 
which a new license can be obtained, 
Alberta has to-day fewer liquor licenses 
anecording to population than Ontario, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan or British Co- 
lumbia and the provisions under which 
obtained ensures 
first class hotel accommodation for the 
The amendments also make the 
duties of the license inspectors and com-

WESTERN LAND DEAL. 

The report next takes up the infor- 
mation of the Great West Land_ com- 
ny by Messrs. Rufus H. Pope, George 
V. Fowler, W. H. Bennett and A. A. 
Lefurgey, M. P.’s, It explains the pur- 
chase of 200,000 shares of land by this 
ayndicate from the C. P. R. at $3.50 
the enterprise was financed by the 
Union Trust company. The account is 
of a minute and technical character. 
ANOTHER “RETAINER.” 
tt says that Mesers. Pope and Fowler 
retained. some. 6,600 acres out of the 
200,009 as being continguous to the an- 
ticipated and projected line or railway, 
but none of the persons with whom 
they were negotiating seemed to have 
been made aware that either of these 
reservations had been made. . +. 


COMPANY PROVIDED THE CAPIT- 
AL; BUT DID NOT GET 
THE PROFITS. 


The report explains upon the subse- 
vent transfer to the New Ontario syn- 
icate, which eventually became the 
Great West Land company, the profits 
which were received by Messrs. Foster, 
McGillivray and Wilson, although all 
this time the Union Trust company was 
finding the enormous sums of money 
in connection with these land transac- 
tions. Up to the first of January, 1904, 
the total advances amounted to $146,- 
602, On May 20th, 1905, the board of 
the Trust company decided to advance 
to the land company up to $900,000, 
taking as security 6 per cent. bond of 
the land company based upon a first 
mortgage upon all its property. In that 
year Mr, Stevenson, becoming alarmed 
at the enormous sums of money be- 
longing to the Trust company then in- 
vested in lands in the Northwest, agi- 
tated in the board for an alternation 
of its policy, and among other things 
seemed to have advocated turning all 
the advance made to the land com- 
pany into an_ interest-bearing mort- 
gage. This involved the abandonment 
of the capital stock alloted in respect 
of these advances. : 

PROFITS KEPT SECRET. 

837 1-2 shares were divided with prac- 
tical equality between Messrs. Foster, 
McGillivrag and Wilson. None of the 
three gentlemen concerned seemed to 
have seen any impropriety in taking 
part in the discussion at the board of 
the Union Trust company of a question 
in which their interests were so vitally 
opposed to those of the Trust company. 
The reporé adds, ‘It is impossible to 
lose sight of the further circumstance 
that in the inception of the transaction, 
whatever the intention of these gentle- 
men may have been,their co-directors, 
Stevenson, John Boyd and Colonel 
Davidson, were left under the impres- 
sion that they were putting up their 
own funds and were not made aware 
of the fact, as to which the minutes 
are antirely silent from beginning to 
end, that they were making a personal 
profit. The lack of proper vigilance on 
the part of other members of the board, 
though explainable by their confidence 
in their co-directors ought not to escape 
observation.” 

MR. FOWLER’S TIMBER DEALS. 


The report then takes up the pur- 
chase of timber limits in British Co- 
lumbia by George W. Fowler and oth- 
ers, the Trust company advancing all 
the money required. This deal is set 
forth as reculting in a rake off to 
Fowler of $855,000, of which sum the 
commissioners find that: “Fowler paid 
Foster $2,600 and probably $7,000. . 
Yowler became entitled to 650 shares in 
the capital stock of the Kamloops Lum- 
ber company, formed to take over the 
properties purchased from Ryan. 

WHEN FOSTER GOT IN. 

Foster had a vorbal arrangement with 
Fowler to get three hundred shares, in- 
demnitying Fowler against his obligation 
to pay for them to the Union Trust com- 
pany which had advanced all the money. 
This was reduced to writing.” The re- 
port further says: “It seems unfortunate 
that this dealjng by the managing direc- 
tor (Foster) was not disclosed to his com- 
pany until after the inquiry was com- 
menced.”’ 

DID NOT DISCLOSE THE RAKE OFF. 

After reviewing the history of the 
Okanagan company at Enderby, B. C., 
the commissioners find that a large pro- 
tit was made by Mr. Fowler, and that 
he ‘‘does not pretend to have made any 
disclosures of these matters to his as- 
sociates,, who represented the Union 
Trust company's interests.” The report 
proceeds: “Messrs. Fowler, Irwin and 
McCormick also negotiated the sale of 
the Kamloops company of the Shuswap 
Shingle company which gave an option 
to Mr, Foster, as trustee at $40,000. Mr. 
Peter Ryan claimed a commission of $5,- 
000 on this sale and offered Mr. Fowler 
half of it.” The Union Trust company 
sold out their interest in the Kamloops 
company, fortunately at a profit. Then, 
as to the transaction by which the For- 
esters’ executive sold out their control- 
ling interest in the Union Trust, the 
commissioners indirectly find that there 
was a rake off. 

SENATOR COX AND HI8 COMPANY. 

Dealing with the Canada Life, the 
commissioners describe as “circumstan- 
ces which call for observation,” those 
under which in 1892 Hon. George Cox 
went upon the board of directors. It is 
noted how he obtained a controlling in- 
terest in the stock to the ularm of the 
directors, and how when, in 1900, he be- 
came president, his pi r, Mr. 
Ramsay, retiring upon a penelen of $12,- 

ad his son, E. 


000 » year, Senator Cox 

W. Cox, made assistant general manager, 
paying him $40,000 for his half interest 
in the agency business and handing the 
latter over to another son, H. C, Cox, 
as a gift. Senator Cox had a salary 
of $20,000 as president and manager. 
E. W. Cox at first received $6,000, after- 
wards $7,500, to which his father added 
$5,000 from his own salary, Since 1£00 
H. C, Cox has had net profits in respect 
of his agency ranging from $12,850 to 
$19,875. He also in six years made $11,- 
000 profits from the Michigan branch, 
Senator Cox controlled 37 per cent. of 
the capital stock of the Canada Life

Oxbow—The prewent conditions ara 
worse than I have ever seen then. 
Last year by this time there were 
plenty of cara, but this year unlcas 
there ia a great change in the supply 
of cars,a great deal of wheat will be 
polled in the open bins. 

Glen Ewen — We have to date, re- 
ceived 109 cars, while over 200 cars 
are etill on order book. Men order- 
ed cara on September 26 and have not 
yet received them. All business is ai 
a@ standstill on account of the car 
shortage. 

Drinxwater—Farmers will have a 
large amount of grain destroyed when 
‘the spring thaw comes if it is not 
previously marketed. 

Carievale—At this date last year 
300,000 bushels were marketed at Car- 
fevale alone, as compared with 225,000 
bushels thie year. There are over 100 
care on order now while this time last 
year there were none. The bulk of 
lat year’ Crop was shipped before na- 
vigation closed; this season only a 
email quantity.
